LONDON—The debate in the House of | 


Commons yesterday on home rule was 
marked by a speech from Bonar Law, in 
~ Which he declared that for the first time 
for 250 years one of the great parties 
in England was prepared to back Ulster 
in resisting an act of Parliament by 
force. 

The speech, which was accompanied by 
strenuous cheers of the opposition, was 
delivered in reply to Mr. Asquith, who 
had himself spoken on the motion intro- 
duced by B. G. Falle, demanding that the 
government plan for the conciliation of 
Ulster should be made public without 
delay. 

Replying to this, Mr. Asquith, rising 
in the crowded House, declared that the 
government had undertaken to make cer- 
tain proposals, not in the least because 
they thought the home rule bill was a 
bad or unjust one, but in the hopes of 
peace, so that the new bill might come 
into force with the consent of the entire 
country. 

It was necessary, he went on, that 
before the proposals could be made the 
immediate finuncial business of the coun- 
try should be got out of the way. 

Personally, he said, he regretted the 
delay because it imposed a strain on 
everybody, including the ministerialist 
supperters, though he could assure them 
that. the cabinet was not going at the 
eleventh hour to betray the great cause. 

This reference, which was taken as a 
declaration against the exclusion of 
Uister, closed Mr. Asquith’s speech, 
which was received with tumultuous 
yplause from the Nationalists and 
minisverial benches,

PARIS, France--The economic trans- 
' formation of Russia was ably dealt with | 


in a recent lecture given by M. Edmond | 
Thery before a deeply interested audi-. 
ence, M. Raffalovitch of the Russian: 
_embassy in Paris presided, and several | 
ambassadors and leading figures in the. 
political and diplomatic world \-ere| 
present. 

The lecture was the outcome of an in- 
vestigation made by M. Thery at the 
instance of M. Clemental, the former 
minister of agriculture, and M. Joseph 
‘Thierry, former minister of public works, | 
both members of the Barthou cabinet, who | 
in May last sent M. Thery to Russia | 
to study the economic situation there, 
together with the results of the agra- 
rian reform of 1906, and the present 
state of the railways systems. 

M. Thery, who is the editor of L’Econo- 
miste Europeen, is a specialist in such 
matters end some of his statements, 
which were of a remarkable character, 
produced a profound impression on his 
‘audience. They would seem to indicate 
that a change entirely unique in the his- 
tory of any country has taken place, and 
is still taking place, in the economic de- 
velopment of Russia. The importance of 
this developmeant can be judged from a 
few of the figures given by the lecturer 
to his audience. 

Referring to the dairving industry. M. 
Thery said that between 1901 and 1911 
the export of butter alone had increased 
from 32,000,000 kilos to 77,000,000, a 
rise of 140 per cent. During a period of 

14 vears, 1898-1912, the increase in the 
output of hay had been 21 ‘per cent, 
wheat 38 per cent, maize 45 per cent and 
barley 62 per cent. With regard to 
wheat, if they compared the average pro- 
duction of the period of 1898-1902 with 
that of 1908-1912 the increase was 37 
per cent or 44,000,000 quintaux, and 
taking the whole of the cereals during 
the same period the increase was 694,- 
000.000 quintaux. The increase of po- 
tatoes was 35 per cent and that of beets 


42 per cent. 

The lecturer then gave some compari- 
sons Which showed that between the two 
periods above mentioned Russia had had 
the immense pleasure of seeing her ex- 
ports increased by more than f.1,000,000,- , 
(1) annually, that is to say an increase. 
of 94 per cent. Coal production had risen | 
from 16,000,000 to 24,000,000 tons, while 
the output of iron and steel had in-. 
creased 76 per cent in raw material and |

Mr. Rees in his talk told of the work 
of establishing an orchard after the site 
and the varieties of fruit had been 
chosen. He spoke of the preparation of 
the different kinds of land for planting 
and ‘of the methods of plowing and har- 
rowing to give the best results. In 
speaking of land he told of an experi- 
ment that had been made and found 
successful of planting trees on rocky 
land or on Jand that the timber had been 
but recently cut. Good results can be 
obtained on land of this nature if it 
is cultivated by hand when the -trees 
are set out arid the cultivation is ex- 
tended further away as the trees grow, 

In choosing the types of trees for 
planting in this locality Mr. Rees said 
that locally grown trees were to be pre- 
ferred to trees that had been grown 
elsewhere and that a tree was in the 
' best condition for transportation and 
handling for the final planting when 
years old. The speaker ,told 
of the two systems used for spacing 
trees, namely the hexagonal and the 
square system both of which permit of a 
filler system of setting out early bearing 
trees between the more permanent ones 
while they are still small enough to 
avoid crowding. Staking off an orchard 
and the digging and placing of trees 
with the aid of measuring and planting 
boards was also described, 

After Mr. Rees’ talk the meeting was 
open to questions.

Henry Sterling of the homestead com- 
mission and Representative John H. Sher-

‘They could not offer that recommenda- 
tion as a commission because their pow- 
ers were limited by the act which estab- 
lished them. In practically all the low 
countries of Europe, Mr. Sterling said, 
the establishing. of homesteads has be- 
come popular and profitable. Massachu- 
eetts is the pioneer of American states 
to seck this form of legislation. 

Mr. Sterling and labor men from every 
rection of the commonwealth appeared 
before the committee in behalf of the 
neveral bills to privilege cities and towns 
to deal in coal, ice and other necessaries. 

Representatives of the organized gro- 
cers and coal and ice dealers urged tne 
committee not to report the bills favor- 
ably. They said they will be ‘forced 
out of business. The trade of the citi- 
vena. would be devoted naturally to the 
cooperative public institutions of trade 
and the present owners of grocery 
stores, ice and coal plants would be the 
losers. |

PLEA FOR EDUCATION 


DAYTON, O.—-Addressing the Greater 
Dayton Association Tuesday night on 
“Facing Forward,” Secretary Redfield of 
the federal commerce department praised 
the city. for its rehabilitation and fol- 
lowed it up with an exhortation to the 
citizens to use “practical sense”; to get 
together, and to realize that the purpose 
of the government and manufacturer is 
the same. It is said that this is the first 
time a cabinet officer has ever addressed 
a Dayton audience on any except politi- 
eal subjects. 

“The vast improvement which has been 
made in methods of manufacture and the 
growing appreciation of the value of men 
and women in industry have,” he said, 
“already begun to show in the increase 
in our competing power abroad and also 
in great advances at home, Who shall 
stand in our industrial path?” the ‘sec- 
retary inquired, “after a survey of the 
nation’s material resources.” 

But in regard to education, he voiced 
complaint that we are not teaching our 
boys. and girls how to work. The thought 
of the nation has been too’supine on this 


‘subject; ‘he said, but it is now beginning 


to awake, and these things point to an 
ewlucational movement which is almost 
incomprehensible when one grasps what 
it may mean in destroying human misery 


,and in relieving human want. 


Mr. Redfield said in part: 

A new note of confidence and courage 
has been struck and American industry 
reaches out into all lands. It is recog- 
nized now, by those who go beneath the 
surface of things that the American me- 
chanic produces goods- at a lower wage 
cost per unit than do his less paid com- 
petitors in Europe. Whatever one’s pre-

and evening school courses or courses of 
instruction financed by the firm, may de- 
mand. For books not represented in the 
deposit collection, choice may be made of 
books in the central collection of the 
library, the firm providing the transpor- 
tation thereof by one of their wagons 
(usually a daily call). 

The library selects and provides the 
books, making exchanges at frequent in- 
tervals to keep the collection up to date 
and attractive, and supplies 
printed finding lists to enable selection 
pf books supplemental to the local col- 
lection, An added service is that of 
referefiwe research at the main library 
on questions of business information and 
kindred topies. 

Not including the collections used 
locally by the Eleanor Club and the 
Women's Trade Union League, whose 
membership is made up of girls, there 
are now 19 deposit collections of the 
character described. Although some of 


them were in operation but a fraction of. 


the year, the total@rireulation of books 
during 1915, excluding hall use, reached 
the large total of 160,812 issues, 

Their publications of various firms’ 
organs devote space monthly to features 
of library interest, and to lists af books 
that appeal to those who are endgavoring 
to equip themselves for more responsible 
position -including accounting, — sales- 
manship, efliciency methods, and the 
special information required in depart- 
ments devoted to textiles, ceramics, 
electrical appliances, interior decoration, 
window displays, advertising and allied 
‘subjects. Two of the firms also issue 
monthly library bulletins for distribu- 
tion among their employees. and one of 
the firms utilizes the back of the menu 
cards in their house lunch room for like 
bulletin purposes. Some of the firms 
have added to the general collection en- 
cyclopedias, handbooks, dictionaries and 
other reference sets.

Wool prices abroad are holding very 
firm, but the call fee good lots here en- 
ables importers to mantain a corres- 
ponding level of values. 

Apparently the mills are rushing pro- 
‘duction, in, order to make prompt de- 
‘ivery and show buyers that their facil- 
ities for speedily satisfying trade re- 
quirements surpass those of foreign 
Nouses that seek to compete with them. 

Wool is going into fabrics, therefore, 
at the moment in good quantities and 
at a fair rate of speed, and the demand 
for new wool supplies Keeps up better 
than was anticipated. 

The- effect on the goods 
gratifving to the manufacturers, 
ihev feel justified, it is reported, in 
u~king advances in price, in many 
nstances, on later orders for the products 
of their looms. Provided the market 
-treneth continues, as there seems

This adds to the strength of the situa- 
tion and enhances the favorable character 
of the outlook, temporarily at least, while 
continued seasonable conditions would 
undoubtedly produce increased optimism 
in the trade as a whole, especially when 
taken in conjunction with the fact that 
manufacturers are so busv meeting Euro- 
pean demands that thev are less keen for 
American orders than was anticipated.

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Wednesday, February 20, 1914 


A Gray manor house, folded in the rolling 
contours of the Northamptonshire uplands, 
drenched with the rain of centuries of Eng- 
lish winters, and scorched by the sun: of an 
equal number of summers, is today the 
embodiment of the hopes of thousands of 
people in two hemispheres. The English- 
speaking people of the world recognize that 
| the deed which makes the old home of the 
Washingtons the heirloom of two nations 1s 
possessed of some greater power than that mysterious virtue of 
wax and parchment, to which Edmund Burke once alluded. Today 
the ambassador of the United States to the court of St. James 
becomes as such the principal trustee of an English house on which 
the Stars and Stripes were carved upwards of four centuries ago, 
in token of the fact that for a century peace has reigned between 
the two nations. 

“Great men,” declared the foremost of all English orators, in 
nis famous speech on conciliation with the American colonies, “

the guideposts and landmarks in the state.” It is impossible to 
study the character of Washington without admitting this. Had 
“Big Hand” been cast in a smaller mold, the task of reconciliation 
would have been an immensely harder one. The very reluctance 


“of the man’s entrance into the struggle, combined with his adaman- 


tine resolution to better Polonius’ advice, to bear himself so that 
being in the quarrel the opposed might beware of him, has won 
for him and for the nation which rallied round him the admira- 
iion of “the opposed.” Today the people of the United Kingdom 
read not merely without bitterness, but even with a thrill of admira- 
tion, the story of “Valley Forge,” and remember that the “Great 
Commoner” had appealed with such success to the patriotism of the 
empire that ‘he could tell the House of Lords, in the name of the 
North American colonists, that they never could subdue them. 

There is much in the architecture of a country which is indica- 
tive of its national character. The dark mass of Lincoln, flung 
from its hill top against the gray northern sky, is as distinct from 
the marble fretwork of Milan, gleaming against its blue background, 
as the Englishman is distinct from the Italian. The Scandinavian 
pictures with delight the Viking brood speaking again in “Foul 
Weather Jack” or “Old Dreadnought.’”’” The Roman sees with 
satisfaction the spirit of the Transylvanian legionaries revived in 
the rush of the Rumanians over the Gravitza earthworks. And 
so Englishmen rejoice that the spirit which led the American col- 
onies to victory should have been cradled in their midst, and should 
have found its expression in the gray, gaunt house which for cen- 
turies, has turned its face to the wind and sunshine of a Northamp- 
tonshire upland. 


[ | A TENDENCY toward the immobile, the cum- 
| .. bersome, the heavy—toward _ technicality, 
Reorganizing circumlocution and red tape—is inherent in 
the governmental departments and bureaus the 
world over; it would be amazing if it were 
altogether absent in Washington. Perhaps a 
political system which makes for a consid- 
erable overturn of fixed systems periodically, 
iL viewed as a rejuvenating process, is not to 
be altogether deplored or condemned. Take 
the United States department of agriculture, for example. From 
its organization to the present moment it has made steady progress 
in the line of usefulness. This is not to be gainsaid. Its present 
activities, compared with those that marked its early vears, offer 
to the impartial view a marvelous exhibit in growth. 
Yet it has been questioned in the past two or three years whether

its activities do not represent too large a percentage of misdirected 


effort, or effort having little if any direct value to the fundamental 
object of its existence. To put it in homely language, the agricultural 
department has been for some time so busy with other matters that 
it has neglected its plowing, harrowing, seeding, cultivating, har- 
vesting. It has allowed itself to become weighted down with inci- 
dentals to the detriment of its principal line of work. 

Reorganization of the department is now going on. There is 
to be a readjustment of loads and balances. Matters are to be so 
grouped that, while investigation and regulation of finished food 
products are to be continued, the main purpose of the department, 
that of looking to the advancement of agriculture and keeping the 
farmer primarily in view, is not to be neglected or made secondary. 
The department, in other words, is emerging from a Tot of accumu- 
lated encumbrances, freeing itself from complications, so arranging 
its affairs that minor matters may be put aside while it gives its 
time and thought principally to the all-important matter of increas- 
ing production on the farm and bettering the product. 


| CONSIDERABLE freedom is taken in these days 
Fifteen by those who discourse upon the immigration 
ok problem in the United States.

‘The district is that into which the railways from 
the East discharge their trainloads of newly arrived immigrants. 
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The composition of these consignments is reflected by the pupil roll 
of the Jones school which, if the representatives of the one American 
family in attendance be counted, embraces children of fifteen 
nationalities. y : 

How complex is the immigrant problem—touched upon fre- 
quently by the superficial with a lightness bordering upon nonchal- 
ance—miay be seen in the fact that these pupils are of Italian, Let- 
tish, Teutonic, Hellenic, Slavonic, Indo-Eranic, Caucasian, Hamitic 
and Semitic stock, with a sprinkling of the Sinitic. In fact, the 
only races that appear to be missing are the aboriginal American 
and the Celtic, and representatives of the latter are to be found 
plenteously in other groups. Our correspondent tells us that a 
majority of the children entering the Jones school speak at first 
nothing but the language of their fathers. In the same institution 
provision is made for the elementary training of adults who are 
fully as ignorant of the language, customs, mangers and institutions 
of the country as the children. | 

A great deal toward Americanizing conflicting elements is being 
done in the Jones school, and in others of its kind in Chicago and 
elsewhere, by people who are seldom if ever heard of in the immigra- 
tion discussion, by people like Mary FE. Kramer, by modest men 
and little women whose careers are given wholly over to the task 
of teaching. Whatever else is being done toward molding the 
immigrant into citizenship, the initial steps are being taken in the 
public schools of the ¢ongested districts of the towns and cities of 
the affected area. It would be to the advantage of the United States 
were it better informed as to manner in which this splendid work 
is being accomplished, as to the people who are quietly accomplish- 
ing it, and as to the net results of the accomplishment to the republic.

trial and commercial and agricultural soundness and prosperity that 


leaves no doubt as to the future.” 

This news is no less cheering to the country at large than it 
must naturally be to the Wilson administration, which has in the 
last few months taken great liberties with preconceived economic 
opinions and convictions. Advices received by this newspaper, and 
recently commented upon editorially, have anticipated the statements 
of the reserve bank committee; but the latter bears an official stamp 
that will go farther with many than could any private assurance.

It is the human interest 
side, in fact, which makes an expedition like that which recently 
arrived in New York particularly noteworthy, and much as may be 
gained by more exact information about the rivers and mountains, 
the forefts or plains, the inhabitants that dwell there in that most 
primitive fashion as well as the evidence of those whose work 
ceased thousands of years ago, furnish material intensely important 
to the later-day historian. : 

Former explorations of Peru, among which the expedition of 
Prof. Hiram Bingham of Yale University, is a noteworthy example, 
have laid bare the fact that there once flourished a civilization in that 
part of South America which, in its own way, must have been won- 
derfully constructive, judging from the remains of palaces, cities 
and monuments. Among the great institutions of learning which 
possess valuable collections of Peruvian antiquities is Harvard Uni- 
versity. But at best these collections are fragmentary, only the 
easily transported relics having been brought away from where that 
strange civilization existed so long ago. It is the wonderful remains 
now standing in the Peruvian fastnesses that hold explorers’ atten- 
tion, the ruins, for instance, that no white man has ever before 
gazed upon. Returning travelers aver that whatever the labor 
in bringing Peru’s antiquity to light, it is an effort well expended. 

Representations of the more bulky antiquities of Egypt and the 
Mediterranean shores frequently are brought thousands of miles so 
as to grace some museum or square in the one or other world capital, 
including American cities. K.xamples of the best of the antiquities of 
Peru may also be placed within more easy reach of western civiliza- 
tion when the Panama canal affords the short-cut route. Conversely, 
those anxious to see what Peruvian civilization of the Inca period 
has to show on native soil will find it far easier to make some months 
hence the journey across the isthmus bound for the west coast. <A 
light is breaking over ancient South America, and the past may 
furnish a lesson, much more significant than the present has any 
conception of, when ingenuity and expertness combine to discover 
the secrets of the Peruvian wilderness.

world. Smith College has just successfully emerged from a cam- 
paign for new endowment for the same sensible purpose. Wellesley 
has just hopefully begun her crusade of the same sort. Nor is the 
movement confined to the women’s colleges. It is stirring among 
the alumni of Williams and Tufts as only a few years ago it was 
active among graduates of Harvard and Yale. 

Asked to explain the causes of the revaluation and restoration 
{o primacy of the teacher as over against the building in which he 
teaches or the apparatus which he uses, an analyst would not have 
to go farther than to connect this current in the educational world 
with the main stream of national life. A reaction is apparent against - 
things, against extérnals and against a mechanical system subor- 
dinating personality. No important form of organized, coopera- 
tive high endeavor is escaping the pressure—least of all, the college 
and school which is receiving so much of the best thought of the 
United States and such an extraordinary share of its wealth. 

Several results of this reaction to earlier standards of idealism 
are apparent. Chief executives of schools are once more being 
chosen for their virtues as humanists as well as for their abilities 
as administrators. Teachers are being selected on the basis of 
capacity to impart knowledge and inspire intellectual activity among 
their pupils, as well as because of academic degrees which they have 
won. Provision is being made for opportunities for teachers to 
travel and to study at stated intervals and not at their own expense. 
Salaries are being increased to correspond somewhat with cost of 
jiving and demands of the community on teachers as citizens and 


as community leaders.

One after another p 
great national parks have been created until Attractions 
today, as we pointed out recently in these 
columns, if we include all of continental and 
a part of insular United States, these reservations extend from 
Porto Rico to Alaska. Perhaps nothing can better illustrate the 
rapid progress of national park and national forest acquisition than 
to give, in round figures, the acquisitions of land under the more 
recent administrations. ‘Thus, under President Harrison, 13,000,- 
000 acres were added: under President Cleveland, 25,000,000; 
under President McKinley, 7,000,000; under President Roosevelt, 
148,000,000; under President Taft, 3,500,000. 

It will surprise many to learn that the national forests now 
embrace 187,406,376 acres, and that the forests publicly owned 
contain one fifth of all the timber standing. The national parks, 
properly so-called, are not commensurate with the national forests, 
but the reservations for scenic and pleasure purposes are many and 
of great aggregate area. To these also many and important addi- 
tions have been made in recent years, Glacier park in Montana, 
nearly 1,000,000 acres in extent, being among the latest. 

When it is said, then, by Enos A. Mills, appointed forest 
agent by President Roosevelt, and one of the most earnest of con- 
servationists, that the country is neglecting its opportunities in this 
particular, the statement must not. be taken altogether literally. 
If he means, however, that the most has not been made as yet out 
of the magnificent national domain, he is simply stating a fact. 
Many of the great national parks are still in their wild state. Large 
parts of them are not accessible to visitors of the ordinary type. 
There are stretches in practically all of the national parks which 
can be safely penetrated only by the skilful explorer. 

On the other hand really wonderful progress has been made in 
some of them in the matter of opening up trails and roads and 
providing shelters and hotels. The youngest and one of the wild- 
est and most picturesque—Glacier park—affords a striking exam- 
ple of what may be done through combination between public and 
private capital. : 

Mr. Mills is right, and those who speak for him are on firm 
ground when they insist that scenery in other parts of the world 
which attracts tens of thousands of visitors annually is often not 
to be compared with that upon which citizens of the United States 
in search of natural beauty are prone to turn their backs. Mr. 
Mills has added to the dictum ‘See America First’ the amendment, 
“Get America Ready to Be Seen.’ Doubtless there is wisdom in 
this. Thousands of tourists and vast sums of money annually cross 
to Switzerland from the United States because, in addition to its 
beautiful scenerv, Switzerland also offers certain tourist refinements 
and comforts; the United States has scenery to offer equal to any 
to be found elsewhere on the globe, but it has not yet provided all 
the accessories demanded by tourists. It 1s working rapidly to this 
end: it has done wonders in a decade; in another decade at the 
present ratio of progress it will have done for the fastnesses of 
the Rockies all that Switzerland has yet done for the Alps. 


A RAILROAD that has ignored state authority has been prohibited 
from doing business within the borders of Mississippi. It is unneces- 
sary to say that the railroad is doing its utmost to explain that it did 
not mean to offend. Authority, promptly and properly asserted, 
would go very far toward upholding the dignity of other states than 


Mississippi. . 
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
